Mr, Lamon’s remarks. were made to- 
night at a dinner given by the Amer- 
ican section of the National Cham- 
ber, of ‘Commerce at. the Mayflower 
Hotel..

| AMERICA WiLL SEND 


NG NOTE TO CKEN NOW 


Reports of a Clash Between 
Kellogg and Envoy in Peking 
Are Minimized by Department. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The position 
of the United States toward China does 
not call for any precipitate action, it 
was announced today on authorization 
of Secretary Kellogg. 

The State Department does not con- 
template sending another note at this 
time because of the unsatisfactory re- 
plies of Eugene Chen, the Cantonese 
Foreign Minister at Hankow, to the 
identic notes of the powers demanding 
redress for the outrages at Nanking. 
John V. A. MacMurray, Minister at 
Peking, has no instructions to deliver 
a note. 

Reports of disagreements between 
Minister MacMurray and the State De- 
partment regarding redress for the 
outrages were minimized at the de- 
partment, and Secretary Kellog denied 
rumors that Mr. MacMurray was to be 
recalled. 

The department, it was asserted, 
granted leave to Mr. MacMurray last 
Fall to return to the United States for 
a consultation with officials on con- 
ditions, but because of the emergency 
situation that developed in the Chinese 
civil war it became nec for, him 
to return to his post before he had 
reached the coast. 

Secretary Kellogg believes it will not 
be possible for him to leave Peking 
in the near future. 

Alleged efforts by the radical Gov- 
ernment at Hankow on. May Day to 
undermine the loyalty of foreign sail- 
ors at that port were reported to the 
Navy Department today by Admiral 
C. 8. Williams, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Asiatic Fleet. 

‘Reports from Hankow,” he said, 
‘indicate that efforts are being made 
by the Hankow National Government 
to persuade foreigners to resume busi- 
ness, but that the foreigners are dis- 
trustful of the Government promises. 

‘‘May Day at Hankow was reported 
marked by the inception of a syste- 
matic campaign to undermine the loy- 
alty of the American, British and other 
foreign sailors by means of banners 
and handbills. This was done appar- 
ently with the full knowledge of the 
Hankow Government.” 

Culver B. Chamberlain, the Ameri- 
can Consul at Swatow, has reported 
to the State Department that on April 
22 the building of the Mennonite 
Brethren, missionaries at Shanghang, 
was looted by a mob. The building, 
the Consul said, was reported occupied, 
with estimated damages of $4,000. 

The Consul has made representations 
to the local authorities in Swatow and 
Shanghang, from which American mis- 
sionaries have been withdrawn.

Beachland Development Company of 
Vere Beach. 

The decree of the lower court award- 
ing the company an injunction was af- 
firmed by the Appellate Court. 

The . original survey of the land, 
which fronts for a half mile.on the 
Indian River, was made in 1858. Later 
the land was sold by the Govern- | 
ment for $1.25 an acre. In 1925, or 
sixty-six years after the approval of 
the © survey, the Government 
decided to order. a. new survey, 

Since the original survey the Indian 
River has eaten into its banks at some 
points and built up new land at other 
points, and thus, by natural means, 
the present owners of the land are in 

on of more acreage than shown 
in the original survey. The Appellate 
Court took the view that, despite the 
erratic course of ‘the river, it was still 
the legal boundary of the land in ques- 
tion, and that no one was responsible 
for the deviation of the river, 
he Beachland Company contended 
that there was no fraud in the original 
survey, and that a new survey would 
show at some points that the boundary 
of its land would be marked by’a pole 
in the water, and at others by a pole 
far up on the banks of the river in- 
stead of at the water’s edge. 


FIND SUMERIAN TEMPLE 
OF EARTH GODDESS 








Field Maseam Excavators Uncover 
Stractare Bailt 5,000 Years 


Ago in Mesopotamia.

CHICAGO, May 2.—The magnificent 
temple of the Earth Goddess built some 
5,000 years ago by the Sumerians and 
about 2,500 years later by 
Nabonidus, King of Babylon, has’ been 
completely cleared by the Field Mu- 
seum-Oxford University joint expe- 
dition to Mesopotamia, according to a 
report received today by D. C. Davies, 
Director of the Field Museum, from L. 
C. Watelin, in charge of the excava- 
tion work. 

Nabonidus was the father of Bel- 
shazzar, the King of Babylon, who 
“saw the handwriting on the wall” at 
the feast described in- the Book of 
Daniel. 

The temple was found amid the ruins 
of the site of what was known as 
Harsagklemma, the seat of the earliest 
Sumerian Kings. These ruins, some 
five miles long, are in Eastern Kish. 
Harsaggiemma is repeatedly mentioned 
in thé Cuneiform inscriptions’ as a 
twin city of Kish. 

Mr. Watelin made a number of dis- 
coveries and included in his shipment 
of objects to the Field Museum are 
two Sumerian statuettes of alabaster, 


and six bricks which formed part of a. 


box under an altar in the temple. In 
the box he found fragments of a 
statuette of unbaked earth. On one of 
the pieces is the face of a god holding 
a thin blade of gold. In the wall back 
of the box were found gold beads and 
stone bead necklaces. Assyriologists 


estimate that the temple was built 


about 3,000 B. C.

WASHINGTON, May 2—The au- 
thority of the State of Virginia to or- 
der the sterilization of mental defec- 
‘tives was upheld by the United States 
Supreme Court in an opinion handed 
down today by .Associate Justice 
Holmes for the majority of the court. 

The Case Was that of Carrie Buck, 
_® fesble-minded white woman, com- 
mitted: te» the Virginia State Colony 
for Epileptics and Feeble-Minded. Her 
mother, also feeble-minded, is in the 
same institution. Carrie Buck, now 
about 21 years old, is the mother of an 
illegitimate feeble-minded child. 

R. G. Shelton, guardian for the 
young woman, brought the action 
against J. H. Béll, Superintendent of 
the colony, to prevent the operation 
of sglpingotomy. 

The Circuit Court of Amherst County 
had ordered it. performed in accord- 
ance with the Virginia State law, and 
the Supreme Court of that State af- 
firmed the lower court. The case 
came to the United States Supreme 
Court’s finding, the contention —* 
made that the Virginia law was voi 
under the Fourteenth Amendment be- 


cause it denied the woman due process 
a ee protection of the

Sees Protection for Society. 
“It ts better for all the world,” Jus- 


tice Holmes said in the decision, “if 
instead of waiting to execute degener- 
ate offspring for crime, or to let them 
starve for their imbecility, society can 
prevent those who are manifestly un- 
fit from continuing their kind.’ 


The principle sustaining compulsory 
vaccination was broad enough to cover 
the proposition of sterilization, Justice 
Holmes deciared. 

Associate Justice Butle? noted a dis- 
sent from thé majority decision, but 
did not hand down a written selkien. 

The Virginia act, Justice Holmes 
declared, recited that the patient’s 
health and society’s welfare might be 
promoted in certain instances by ster- 
jllization of mental defectives under 
careful safeguard. The sterilization, 
the opinion stated, could be carried 
out without serious pain or substantial 
danger to life. The State of Virginia, 
it was asserted, supported many de- 
fectives in various instances who if 
discharged now would become a men- 
ace, but who if sterilized might be 
set at liberty. . 

“The very careful provisions’ by 
which the act protected the patients 
from abuse were referred to by Mr. 
Holmes. These provisions,’’ he wrote, 
“include requirements for senetomaat hear-

It would be strange 
if it could not call upon thosé who 
already sap thes of the State 
for these lesser rifices, often not 
felt to be such by those concerned, in 
order to prevent our being swamped 
with incompetence.”’ 

Taking up the contention that the 
arguyient for sterilization failed when 

confined to the small number who are 
in institutions, and not lied to the 
“multitude outside,” Justice Holmes 


“Tt: is the ustial last resort of con- 
stitutional. arguments: to - point out 
shortcomings of this sort. But the 
answer is that thé law does all that 
is needed when it does all that it can; 
indicates a cy; applies it to all 
within the lines, and seeks to brin 
within the linés all similarly situat 
so far and so fast.as its means allow.’’’ 
The. Virginia Supreme Court held 
that Carrie Buck “is the potential 
parent of socially inadequate 
spring, likewise afflicted; that she 
may be sterilized without detriment 
to her general health and that her 
welfare and that of society will be 
promoted by her sterilization.’’

the holder of the contract to obtain 
from $2.to $10 worth of silk hosiery 
for $1. If the “‘lure’’ were not there, 
the Court said, folks would not take 
the trouble to buy hosiery in such a 
complicated manner, but go direct to 
stores and —* in the usual Manner.

ALBANIAN CRISIS PASSING. 


Chamberlain Telle Commons of 
Status of Italo-Yugosiav Dispute.

LONDON, May 2.— A reassuring 
statement concerning the recent fric- 
tion between Italy and Yugoslavia was 
made in the House of Commons to- 
night by Sir Austen Chamberlain. 

He stated that although the situation 
arising from the Treaty of Tirana and 
the subsequent allegation of the Italian 
government that warlike preparations 
were being made in Yugoslavia was 
purely the concern of Italy, Albania 
and Yugoslavia, the British, French 
and German governments had used 
their good offices to facilitate direct 
conversations between the disputants 
in the belief that this would be the 
shortest way to a séttlement. 

Such conversations having been 
opened, it was useless to stir up con- 
troversies which might be considered 
obsolete. If need be the British. 
French and German representatives 
would be available to conduct an in- 
quiry into the military position on the 
Albanian. frontier. 

It had been suggested that the 
ers were bound by a resolution of 
8,-1921, passed by the Conference “ot 
of Ambassadors, to treat Albania as a 
ward of Italy. That resolution, how- 
ever, meant only that Italy should 
be the delegate of the Council of the 
League if ever that body had to take 
action to restore the independence of 
Albania.

Examiner, who performed an autopsy 
thé néxt day, testified yesterday that 
there were five bullet wounds in the 
body, none in such a position that it 
could have been self-inflicted. District 
Attorney Albert C. Fach showed the 
jury a plaster cast of the body, marked 
to indicate the course of the bullets. 
Dr. Norris said the bullets were fired 
at a range of six to eight inches. 

Patrolman Harry Fennelly testified 
that Owens first told him that his 
father hed committed suicide and then 
that the pistol had been discharged 
accidentally while the two men were 
struggling for possession of the weapon 
in front of their home.

THREATEN TO DISBAND 
THE DRAMA LEAGUE 


Mrs. A. M. Dodge and. Other 
Officers Want the Members 
to End Deficits. 


The New York Drama League will 
disband at its annual meeting on May 
i7, "Unless there are in hand at the 
time of this meeting pledges of $5,000 
and 5,000 members,” according to a 
statement issued yesterday from the 


league’s offices at 29 West Forty- 
seventh Street. 

Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge, President of 
the league, has notified the members 
that se and the other officers will 
refuse to accept new terms of office 
and no tickets will be placed before 
the meeting, if the conditions 
are not fulfilled. The statement 
explains that in the last few years 
‘not more than fifty per cent. of the 
expenses of the league have been 
paid by the membership.” The de- 
ficit each year has been made up by 
private donations, and the donors 
“feel that the organization should no 
longer be underwritten.”

THE SECOND CALL. 

Secretary Hoover, after conferring 
with the Red Cross officials, an- 
nounces that at least $10,000,000 
will be needed properly to care for 
the 250,000 persons made homeless 
by the Mississippi floods. This is 
double the first estimate. The need 
has greatly grown while the funds 
were being collected. Happily, the 
first quotas have already been filled, 
more than $5,000,000. being now in 
hand. But the Red Cross is under- 
taking obligations to twice that 
amount. Money must be provided, 
and must be provided by the public. 
Even if the President were to call a 
special session of the new Congress 
to deal with the emergency, appro- 
priations from the United States 
Treasury could not be made in time. 
There is nothing for it but for those 
who have already gone into their 
pockets to go there again and more 
deeply. 

The disaster is sudden and still 
threatening, but, after all,*is tem- 
porary in its nature. Secretary 
HOOVER points to the prospect of re- 
covery, as well as to the immediate 
urgency of relief. It is probabic 
that a large part of the flooded 
area can be put under cultivation 
again this year. In the previous 
great flood with extensive overflows 
of 1922, it was found by the month 
of June that crops, particularly cot- 
ton, had not been seriously injured. 
But this ulterior hope should not 
cloud or delay the pressing duty of 
the American people. This is to 
provide at once all the money that 
may be required by the Red Cross 
to take care of the victims of this 


extraordinary calamity. 


HANKOW’S CHANGE OF FRONT, 
All the reports agree that the 
Left-Wing Communist Government 
at Hankow is in strategic retreat.

DANGEROUS DIAMOND REEF. 
For the grounding of the Colo- 

rado on Diamond Reef between Gov- 
ernors Island. and Manhattan, the 
pilot can hardly be held responsible. 
Engineering work still remains to be 
done in dredging the channel for the 
passage of warships of her draft. A 
great deal has been done, but when 
the swing of a flood tide can throw 
such a ship several points off her 
course and drive her over the edge 
of the reef, it is clear that the chan- 
nel is not yet deep and wide enough 
for safety. The Colorado.is one of 
three of the most powerful ships of 
the fleet, the others being the Mary- 
land and the West Virginia. . There 
should be plenty of seaway to navi- 
gate them to and from the navy 
yard on the Brooklyn side of the 
East River. 

It is now ten years since a special 
act of Congress authorized the im- 
provement of the channel across 
Diamond Reef. Dredging and rock 
removal to provide a depth of forty 
feet at low water and.a channel 
width of 1,000 feet had ‘been 
planned. The inquiry which the 
Navy Department will hold upon 
the accident to the Colorado should 
bring out the progress. of the work 
and what must be done to complete 


‘it. The report of the Chief of Engi- 


neers for 1926 mentions a. contract 
of Oct. 17, 1922, and says: 

The work under this contract has 
resulted in removing two areas of 
ledge rock, totaling 36,900 square feet, 
to a depth of forty feet at mean low 
water, and in deepening to the same 
depth by dredging and rock removal 
a third area 200 feet wide and 1,650 
feet long. There were excavated 
and disposed of during the fiscal 
year 2,969 cubic yards, place meas- 
urement, of blasted ledge rock and 
2,024 cubic yards of other material. 

Diamond Reef was still dangerous, 
although warships of great draft 
had been berthed at the navy yard 
and taken past Governors Island. to 
the upper bay several times. Three 
years ago the Maryland had no 
difficulty in getting through the 
channel, but there must have been 
anxious moments when she was 
making her first passage. . There 
should be room enough for the 
navigating officer of any battleship 
to dispense with the services of a 
pilot. That will never be the case 
until a thorough job has been made 
of blasting all the reef rock marked 
for removal in the plans of the army 
engineers. Naval officers “ consider 
“it vital to national defense that the 
“largest battleships should have 


“free and easy access,to the navy

Administration of $52,985 from 
the fund for the Hundred Neediest 
Cases, raised by THE TIMES and its 
readers, was managed by the so- 
ciety with nothing deducted for the 
service. The money was used for 
the relief of sixty-six of the Need- 
iest families; -Most of it went to 
widows with small children in the 
form of weekly cash allowances. In 
these cases, as in all others, a field 
worker helped to solve the personal 
problems, with particular concen- 
tration on the needs of the children.

A TRANSACTION IN INTER- 
NATIONAL FINANCE, 

The operation by which the Bank 
of France has suddenly obtained 
disposal of something like $90,000,- 
000 gold at London is a curious re- 
minder both of the unusual expedi- 
ents adopted in the finance of war- 
time and of the unusual situation 
created in recent European finance. 
In the later war period the French 
Government obtained at London a 
credit of $350,000,000, as security 
for which it pledged one-third that 
amount in gold, chiefly drawn from 
the coin exchanged by French citi- 
zens for bank notes at the begin- 
ning of the war. Gradual subse- 
quent repayments had reduced the 
London loan to about $160,000,000, 
which was to be taken up by 1930. 
The French Treasury, being well 


| Supplied with funds through the in- 


creased French taxes and the large 


public subscriptions to recent short-; 


term loans, lately arranged to re- 
deem all of the remaining indebt- 
edness at once. 

Ordinarily, so large an interna- 
tional repayment would have neces- 
sitated sipment of gold from 
France to England or, at the least, 
surrender of the gold held in pledge 
at London, whereby an equivalent 
amount.of the debt would be ex- 
tinguished. But the French Gov- 
ernment itself wanted the gold, and 
for a peculiar reason it was in a 
position to get it; while paying off 
the London credit’ without using 
gold at all. When the franc had 
risen from 2 cents to 4 last Au- 
tumn and the market showed every 
sign of going higher, the Treasury 
intervened to stop the rise, because 
the resultant fall in prices was up- 
setting trade. The Government 
acted through the Bank of France, 
which had been empowered in last 
August’s fiscal reform legislation to 
issue notes in purchase of gold or 


bids for francs above 4 cents on the

and Master’ and “A Bachelor's Ro- 
mance,’’ A month after her death Mr. 
Conheim established a scholarship fund 
in her memory at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity in Palestine. They had been mar- 
ried twenty-eight eyars. 

Mr. Conheim was born in Koenigs- 
berg, Germany, and came to this coun- 
try as a youth of 18. He had received 
training in Germany to fit him for a 
banking career, but soon after settling 
in New York he established the firm 
tnat bears his name and is now located 
at 9 Buri Sli The firm imports 
bristles, at the time of ‘ts estab- 
lisi:ment, forty-five years ago, there 
were only two others in the city en- 
gaged in the trade.

Mr, Conheim led a delegation to the 
International Zionist Congress at 
Carlsbad in August, 1921, and in July, 
1925, he attended a Zionist congress 
at Vienna.

Yesterday’ was show day for the |: 


“United States fleet anchored in’ the 
North River, and Army and Navy day 
at the Marriage License Bureau in the 
Municipal Building, with: sailors and 
‘soldiers forming a considerable part of 
the day’s clientele of that department. 

The show on the river began. with 
‘the arrival. of the Los Angeles, the 
“Navy dirigible from Lakehurst, N. J., 
in the morning, and ended last night 
with a searchlight exhibition in which 
more than twenty war vessels, using 
‘perhaps three times that number of 
gearchlights, participated, giving the 
‘west side, and for that matter much 
‘of the city, a brief show that has sel- 
dom been equaled. 

The Los Angeles left hef hangar at 
‘Lakehurst ‘at 5 o’clock ‘in the morn- 
ing, despite the wind, and two hours 
later. was. off. Coney, Island. . There 
was a heavy: haze at that time and 
the dirigible , cruised around. off the 
shore: for ‘another two hours,’ before 
heading in toward the city and the 
North. River. 

It was 9:30 when the Los Angeles 
passed over the tip end of Manhattan 
and came abreast of City Hall. She 
was perhaps 2,000 féet up, and at- 
tracted the attention of thousands in 
the lower part of the city. The sailors 
on the wafships above Ninety-sixth 
Street could see’ her coming for half 
an hour before she was overhead. 

At Grant's Tomb the big airship de- 
scribed a wide circle and then sailed 
on northward almost to the end of the 
fleet line, mear. Yonkers. Coming back 
down the river. while the gobs still 
lined the rails and thousands gathered 
on Riverside Drive to watch her, she 
steered off toward the west, across 
New Jersey.’ Part of the time an air- 
plane circled about the dirigible like 
& huge bird. The sailors cheered her 
as she passed over their ships. 


The Los Angeles returned to Lake- 
-harst at 10:30 last night. 


Tries to Show Water-Skiing. 


The second performance of the day 
in connection with the fleet was not a 
great success. Mille Gade Corson, 
known as the first mother to swim 


the English Channel, and the swim- 
ming instructor on the training ship 
Illinois, was to have given an exhibi- 
tion of water-skiing, and started up 
the river towed by a launch, intending 
to go the whole length of the an- 
chored fleet. But thirty re an hour 
is the proper s for such an ex- 
hibit, and the ry the launch could 
make was about fourteen, so Mrs. Cor- 
son fell off frequently, was struck by 
much débris in the river and was al- 
most numb with cold and. much 
bruised when she got back to the Illi- 
nois. She is to sail tomorrow to make 
an attempt to swim the English Chan- 
nel from’ England to France.

On the other hand, should Admiral 
Eberle not be reappointed, because he 
is due to retire for age next year and 
the Chief of 'Naval Operations is ordi- 
narily appointed for a four-year term, 
some officers believe Admiral Hughes 
may succeed him. 

Secretary Wilbur plans to aitend the 
municipal banquet in New-York to- 
morrow night to officers of. the fleet 


but will return.to Washington imme- 
diately and defer his principal visit to 
the fleet until just before it sails the 
middie of this month for ‘the joint 
manoeuvres with the army, testing the 
coast defenses of New England in the 
Narragansett Bay area.

LITTLE’ HOPE IS. HELD OUT 


Families: of: Workers ' Trapped © In 
West Virginia ‘Explosion Include 


FAIRMONT, W. Va.,.May 2 @®.— 
Rescue ‘crews, fighting against fire 
and gas in'the E-verettsville mine in 
an effort to determine the fate of 
seventy-seven men who were en- 
tombed by’ an explosion late Saturday, 
made little progress today and tonight 
they had advanced only a short dis- 
tance toward the point where they be- 
lieve the trapped miners will be found. 

With, seventeen dead accounted for 
and the rescue shifts believing the 
seventy-seven trapped men were killed 
by the terrific blast or deadly gases, 
mine experts continued tonight to make 
stronger the. brattices erected in. the 
explosion-torn channels for. giving 
good air to the rescuers and minimiz- 
ing the danger of another blast from 
the fire. 

An official company check accounted 
for 100 ‘myven in the. mine or on the 
tipple at the. time of the explosion. 
Of these, .forty-five were white and 
fifty-five: negroes. More than half of 
them were married,: with a total of 103 
children. 

While the rescuers sought to fight 
their.way into the far recesses of the 
workings through smoke and gas, Red 
Cross representatives and State com- 
pensation officials were at work in the 
little mining village, seeking to aid the 
bereaved families. 

W..S. Hepner of Washington, repre- 

senting the Red Cross, was here to 
direct the work of rehabilitation. Lee 
Ott, .State Compensation. Commis- 
sioner, and his aides are handling pre- 
liminary compensation arrangements. 

A majority of the rescue experts felt 
there was no hope for the men still in 
the mines. But Robert Lambie, chief 
of West Virginia's mining department, 
held that they had a slight chance to 
brattice themselves in and might be 
alive. Therefore, he pushed the rescue 
teams to the limit. ring the after- 
noon it was ‘believed the burning sec- 
tion was located in the south channels. 
A brattice: was thrown up here and | 
helmeted rescue men pushed on in an 
effort to explore the entire workings.

Banton ‘Says Prosecutions ° Have 
' Been. Delayed by Remodeling 
‘of Courts Bullding.. 


’ Distriét “Attorney Banton announced 
yesterday that the annual Spring drive 
in the courts against criminals would 
begin this morning with the opening 
of the nine parts of General Sessions 
and the functioning of all three grand 
juries. 

During the month of April, he’ said, 
the three grand juries had returned 
444 indictments, disposing of nearly all 
of the cases before them up to the 
last Grand Jury sessions on Thursday. 
In the preceding three months ‘the 
three grand juries had returned a total 


of 475 indictments, but he explained 
that the. appearance that -the . April 
grand juries nad almost equaled this 
in their term was due to the fact.that 
the remodeling of the Crimina) Courts 
Building: since last October had -disor- 
ganized the work of the courts‘and the 
grand juries. 

The District Attorney said that there 
were 240 prisoners in the Tombs await- 
ing trial and a total of 639 indictments 
pending. A year ago there were 197 
prisoners awaiting trial in the Tombs 
and 262 indictments pending. 

‘We'll catch up with the record es· 

tablished in the few years before 
the Summer vacation period comes 
ow the’ District Attorney prom- 
sed, 
‘Replying to a letter from William 
Dean Embree of the Law Committee 
of the New York County Lawyers’ As- 
sociation, asking for information on 
the‘ status, of the criminal. calendars, 
Mr. Banton said that there were three 
reasons for the failure of the calen- 
dars to be in. .the same or better con- 
dition than they were last year. 

“The contracts for the remodeling 
of the Criminal Courts Building were 
let in September of. last year, and the 
work of altering the building began 
on Oct. 1, 1926,” said Mr. Banton.

A lower commercial mortality is re- 
ported by R. G. Dun & Co. for April, 
in accordance with the seasonal trend, 
and the total of 1,968 reported dcfaults 
in the United States is about 8 per 
cent, less than the 2,143 insolvencies 
of March, In April the liabilities were 
$53,155,727,' or approximately 8.2 per 
cent. less than the $57,890,905 of 
March. 3 . 

Last mhonth’s defaults. are. less than 
1 per cent. more than those for April 
of last year, but the indebtedness 
shows an increase of about. 38 per 
eent. from the $38,487,321 of a year 
ago. About 51 per cent. of last month’s 
indébteGness was accounted for by 
defaults involving $100,000 or more in 
each instance, such insolvencies num- 
bering seventy-five and «aggregating 
more. than $31,000,000. In contrast, 
similar: failures in April, 1926, num- 
bered sixty-three and had liabilities of 
only some $17,500,000. Hence, the large 
defaults a year ago supplied about 45 
per cent. of the total liabilities for the 
month. 

The maximum number of failures 
and the highest liabilities for April 
were in 1922, when 2,167 reported de- 
faults had liabilities in excess of 
$73,000,000.
